Marked Change in Temperature Noted, 
Birds Went to Roost and All 
Nature Seemed to Feel 
the Effects of the 
Phenomena.

WADESBORO, WN. C., May 29.—The 
eclipse of May 28, so long planned and 
waited for, is past. The day was every- 
thing that could be destred—a perfectly 
ciear sky, with hardly a floating cloud; the 
air fresh and cool. 

Our party arrived early at Carr’s Mount, 
an elevation just outside the town, and our 
telescape was soon stationed on a com- 
manding spot. At about the predicted in- 
stant the moon’s dark edge touched the 
bright edge of the sun and very soon even 
the smoked glass revealed the notch made 


by the moon. A small telescope showed the 
irregularity of the limb of the moon cast

A’ few sunspots were visible on the 
sun’s disc, Gradually the mogn approached 
them and passed over them. Meanwhile 
they are useful to us in making a proper 
eyepiece of our telescape. The light grew 
dul] and under the trees we saw the cres- 
cent images of half covered sun formed by 
the sunlight streaming through interstices 
made by the crowded leaves. 

The air was plainly cooler 
of expectancy settled on 
groups. 

As the crescent of su nlight grew smaller 
and smaller the bystanders turned their 
faces now and then toward the southwest, 
wa'ting for the oncoming of the shadow. 
Like a Broad 

Thunder Cloud. 

Soon it darkened the horizon like a broad 
thunder cloud. teadily it moved over the 
valley toward Carrs Mcuunt. It was not 
the clearly defined shadow that is sometimes 
seen, but broad and diffused, Then It en- 
veloped us and the weird semi-darkness of 
an eclipse filled the air. Our work was 
now our special tasks at the telescopes and 
field glass, but we caught a gitmpse of 
Venus and Mercury as they flashed out in 
the oncoming darkness. 

This eclipse is what would be called a 
"bright" eclipse, similar to that of 1898 
visible In India—that is to say, the sky 
Was not as dark as often happens and did 
not lose its blue color. This brightness in- 
terfered quite seriously with some of. the 
important observations. 

It is interesting and impertant to observe 
the “shadow bounds,” which can be seen 
just as totality comes on, These are rapd- 
ly shifting alterrationa of light and dark 
streaks rot yet explained. They are best 
seen on a white surface. At the Smith- 
- gonian and Princeton stations and on Carr's 
Mount white sheets were fastened in the 
right position, to show these bands to ad- 
vantage, 

The Princeton observers found them to 
be about six inches apart ‘and to travel at 
first about seven miles dn hour and increas- 
ing in rate to @ miles an hour. It is 
thought possible that they are due to the 
human eye;and not to ary peculiarity of 
the moon's shadow. <«

An exceedingly fine quartz fibre used in 
one of the galvanomenters was made by at- 
taching a milted quartz to an arrow;-which 
was shot through the air, the railing quartz 
formed into a fine thread.

Photographs of the corona have~ ‘Meas 
taken by scores along the line of _potality, 
from the small ones by amateurs fo thé 20- 


inch plates taken by the Smithsonian and} 


Yerkes. These scientific photographs will 
not be developed until they reach their sev- 
eral destinations. 

The prominences were observed and pho- 
tographed bcth as repards form and color 
with the 3-inch telescope. The color was a 
special object. Tachnie and others believe 
they have seen white prominences, but no 
white prominences were noted at this sta- 
tion, though the color of all was less mark- 
edly read than usual, and some might be 
described as pink. Prof. Langley also pho- 
tographed a large area around the sun in 
the hope of discovering a planet within 
Mercury’s -orbit. Prof. Newcomb regards 
this photographic search for an inter-Mer- 
curial planet as the most important investi- 
gation to be carried on during the eclipse. 

Prof. Frost of Yerkes, busy with a com- 
bined apparatus planned to accomplish 
various ends, had a fine view of the bright 
lines of increasing laver lasting fvor six 
seconds. The duration of totality was 
shorter than predicted interval by several 
seconds. This shows the importance of 
woting the instants of contact which ob- 
servation used to hold a leading place at 
an eclipse. But although imp®rtant it has 
now yielded in interest to the study of the 
nature of the corana. At some future time 
the duration of totality will, doubtless, 
egree wit@in a fraction of a second with

PROF. ANNE SEWEL YOUNG 
DESCRIBES THE ECLIPSE.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
WINTON, N. C., May 29.—The sky was 
perfectly. clear here the morning of the 


eclipse, We planned to observe the times 
of the four contracts to make visual obser- 
vations upon the corona and if possible to 
see the shadow bands. Miss Bird of Smith 
College Observatory used a 2%%-inch teles- 
cope, while I had a 3%-iInch, with the opera- 
tor reduced by a cap to 2% inches. Miss 
Bird was assisted by Miss Lucy Boone of 
Winton, while Miss Warthey Brown, also of 
Winton, recorded for me. Miss Effie Brown 
and Mr. Vivian Ward assisted in the ob- 
servation of shadow bands and recorded 
changes in. temperature. Our helpegs ren- 
dered most efficient service. 


The moon kept its appointment wel! and 
almost exactly at the computed time the 
edge of its dark disc was seen upon the sun, 
Slowly it seemed to force itself along until 
it looked as if a great monster had taken 
a bite of the sun itself. It grew darker. 
The sky and the surrounding landscape as- 
sumed a strange ghostly hue, as when 
viewed through a lightly smoked glass. 

At 8:25 everything was unnaturally still, 
Searcely a breath of air stirred, though 2% 
minutes remained before totality. Even 
the children were awed into silence or 
spoke in whispers. The teniperature fell 
and the air was decidedly cooler. The 
crescent form of the sun could be seen 
plainly with the eye as darkness increased, 
The disturbed chickens were cackling, and 
occasionally a rooster crowed, The ducks 
huddied together in fright. Smaller and 
smaller grew the remaining crescent of 
light until it suddenly disappeared and

It was a great sight, never to be forgotten. 
The inner corona wus surprisingly brilliant, 
forming a ring of Mght about the dark 
dise of the sun. Streamers of a pale green- 
ish tint extended from both eastern and 
western limbs of the sun to a distance 
equal nearly to the diameter of the sun's 
disc. FY¥eld glasses showed especially weil 
the extent of the corona. 

Our assistants were obliged to turn to the 
lighted lanterns to read the second hands 
af our watches. At the call of one minute, 
twenty seconds, I turned again to the teile- 
Two beautiful 
rose-pink preminences deserved especial at- 
tention, but in a few seconds the sun's limb 
burst into hue once more and the totality 
was over. So much tod see and so brief an 
inierval of time. 

Chickens which had gone to roost were 
astonished at the brevity of their night's 
rest; raosters crowed and all nature seemed 
to breathe more freely. 

Interested ones gathered around the tel- 
escopes and were surprised and delighted 
@t the crescent sun. The tiny’ crescent 
suns under the trees showed so plainly 
that the children noted them during the 
eclipse. The mercury fell 10 degrees, and 
at the time of the last contact It had risen 


again to the same height as at the beginning 
— § degrees. Most of the pewpie of Win- 
ton had taken an interest in the eclipse and 
were watching it with smoked glass, but

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WORLD'S FAIR 
BILL IN SENATE, 


Reported by Unanimous Vote 
of Committee. 


SEEMS CERTAIN OF PASSAGE. 


WILL GO TO THE HOUSE AS PART 
OF SUNDRY CIVIL BILL. 


Then the Friends of the Measure May 
Be Able to Foree a Vote in 
Spite of the Speaker’s 
Opposition. 


Special to the Post-Dispatgh. 

WASHINGTON. May 29.—By practically 
unanimous vote the Senate committee on 
appropriations to-day reported to the Sen- 
ate the amendment of Senator Cockrell, 
adding the St. Louis World’s Fair bill to 
the sundry civil appropriation bill as a 
rider. ' 

This puts the measure before the Senate 
under such favorable auspices that it is al- 
most certain of adoption by that body late 
this afternoon or to-morrow. 

It will then go to the House as a part 
of the sundry civil bill and there the 
friends of the Fair will be able to force a 
vote upon the proposition in spite of the ap- 
position of Speaker Henderson. When the 
sundry civil bill is reported back to the 
House with the amendments adopted by the 
Senate the advocates of the Fair can move 
the House concur in the Senate amend- 
ments. 

This is a privilege on the question which 
takes precedence of the usual motion of the 
chairman in charge of the bill, which is 
that the House ron-concur in the Senate 
amendments, and ask for a committee of 
conference. 

On the motion to concur it will be possi- 
ble for the proponents of the Fair to force 
a rolleall and a test of strength between 
the speaker and the members who are op- 
posed to his endeavor to prevent the House 
voting on measures which he particularly 
opposes, 

At the meeting of the Senate committee 
on 2ppropriations to-Gay there were ; resent 
Chairman Allison, Senators Hale, < .!'om, 
Perkins, Sewell, Wetmore, Carter, Co “il, 
Teller, Berry and Tillér Senator Vox is 
not a member of the:apmmittee, but ie is 
personally greatly interésted in the Fal: bill, 
and as a member of ‘the committee on in- 
dustrial Fair, which yesterday afternoon 
passed favorably upon the Cockrell amend- 
ment, he atiended the meeting to aid Sena- 
tér Cockrell in presenting the case. 

There was practically no opposition on 
the part of any individual senator to the 
plan. Several of them, however, suggest- 
edi to Senator Cockrell, that while the 
country and nation would be the gainer by 
the exposition, the city of St. Louis might 


not. 

To this Senator Cockrell replied that the 
city of St. Louis and the Looisiana Pur- 
chase states had undertaken to hold the 
Fair and that he was doing his duty to (the 
people he represented when he gave the 
proposition his hearty support. It was a 
great political victory for Senator Cock- 
rell in securing the nearly unanimous sup- 
port of the big committee on appropria- 
tions for the amendement presented by him 
yesterday. The importance of the Senate 
committee’s action may be better appreciat- 
ed when the difference between tne Cock- 
rell amendment and séction 19 of the bill 
reported by Mr. Tawney to the House yes- 
terday is taken into consideration. The 
Tawney bill, or rather the Lane Dill, 
as amended by the House committee, made 
no direct appropriation. It set forth that 
“Congress may appropriate any sum not 
— $5.000,000,”’ etc. 

yjledged Congress to nothing and was 
a “ anged for a purpose, On this point 
ex-Gov. Francis said to-day: ‘““We never in- 
tended to take the substitute for section 
19 offered by Mr. Tawney’s committee, be- 
cause it pledged the government to noth- 
ing. The fockrell amendment on this point

WHAT SOME ATTORNEYS SAY. 


Leverett M. Bell Holds That It Will 
Stand the Scrutiny of the Courts 
and F. N. Judson Thinks Differ- 
ently—City Counselor Not 
Ready to Speak. 


City Counselor Schnurmacher has notified 
Chairman Charles «Wiggins of ihe Council 
committee on railroads that he will aot 
have his opinion on the legal merits o° the 
Kelly bill repealing all the franchises of al] 
the street railroad companies in St. Luis 


prepared for several days. 

Meanwhile other lawyens differ as to the 
legality of the much-discussed measure. 
The attorneys of the St. Louis Transit Co. 
hold to the view that franchises such as the 
étreet railways now enjoy can only be ef- 
fectually revoked by quo warr.into proceed- 
ings. Other attorneys agree with them that 
the franchises cannot be revoked in the 
manner whith the Kelly bill ‘rrovides be- 
cause of the ‘‘vested rights’’ which the com. 
panies have acquired under the provisions 
of these franchises. This is the opinion of 
Frederick N, Judson as given to the Post- 
Dispatch. 


Ex-City Counselor Leverett M. Bel] ex- 
presses the opinion that the Kelly bill isa 
thoroughly legal measure. 

When asked for his views on the subject 
4 the Post-Dispatch, he indited the follow- 
ng: 

“The power of the Municipal 
of St. Louis to repeal the (franchises 
granted the street railroad companies ts 
found in paragraph 11 of section 26 of arti- 
cle 3 of the city charter, which says that 
the mayor and assembly shall have sole 
power and authority to grant to persons or 
corporations the right to construct railways 
in the city, subject to the right to amend, 
alter or repeal any such grant in whole or 
in part, etc.’’ 

Mr. Bell said he believed that, if the bill 
Was passed and signed by the mayor, it 
would effectually revoke the rights wf the 
Street railway companies to operate their 
cars. He added that it might be necessary 
to institute quo warranto proce:dings to 
—_ them from possession of their proper-

Mr. Judson’s opinion, which is diametri- 
cally opposite to this view, as written by 
him in full, follows: 

“The question is eaBily answered. The 
power to repeal or amend an ordinance 
does not include the power to destroy 
vested rights without due ‘process of law.’

Six epersons were shot in disturbances 
attendant upon moving street cars on South 
Broadway Tuesday. All the shots come 
from the cars, Of the wounded, one man 
will probably dle. 

“fhe fitst’ disturbance occurred about 10 
o'clock fm the morning. No. shots were: 
fired at this time by polfcemen, it is said 
by eye witnesses, or by persons in the crowd, 
Officers at the. Soulard Street Police Sta- 
tion say that at least fifty shots were fired. 

The shots were fired into a gathering of 
about 200 persons, men, women and chii- 
dren, at the corner af Broadway and Mil- 
ler street. There were more women anc 
children than men. Reputable eye-witnesses 
say no stones were thrown at the cars and 
that the crowd was orderly. A policeman 
says one stone was thrown. 


William Grannemann, 27 years old, single, 
who lives with his mother at 224 Miller 
street, a few doors from the scene of the 
shooting, was badly wounded. Grannemann 
is night watchman for Salvage Corps No. 
1. He received a bullet in the left kneecap. 
His injury was temporarily dressed by Dr. 
J. L. Boehm and he was taken to the City 
Hospital in a wagon, where, it is said, his 
leg may have to be amputated to save his 
life. 


Dolly Mitchell, 13-year-old daughter of 
John Mitchell of 1306 South Broadway, was 
hit in the right arm below the elbow.

Herman [esthke, the boy who was shot 
and probably fatally wovnded, says that 
he had no part in the demonstration againat 
the street car. He declares that he was on 
his way back to work at the brewery after 
the noon hour, and was passing the mouth 
of the alley as the policemen returned from 
their chasesof the crowd. He said that 
the police were firing as they came down 
the alley, and that he was struck just as 
he stepped asross the opening.

Those laws recog- 
nive violence, only as a thing to be suppressed, 
never to be arbitrated 

It is ttue that on May 7 some men then in the 
wploy of the’ transir company demanded» that 
such of their fellow-employes as would hot join 
the Amalgamated Association of Street Railway 
Employes of America should be discharged. ‘hey 
also demanded that thereafter no one shonld be 
employed who was not a member of that associa- 
tion. 

To these demands the directors of the company 
‘refused to aceede, believing that the matter was 
one which employes had a right to determine each 
for himself. They refused to put constraint upon 
any man, insisting that he forfeited nothing of nis 
natura! rights or liberty by reason of entering into 
the service of the transit company. 

fecause these demands were refused, the men 
who made them quit the service of the company. 
We recognize their right to quit for any reasoa, 
or for no reason at all. Having quit of their own 
free will, they are not employes of the transit com- 
pany. Other men have taken their places, and 
are performing faithfu) and efficient service under 
circumstances of great difficulty and danger. 

Some of our former employes are demanding now 
that those men shall be discharged; but this ques- 
dion is.not made the subject of arbitration by the 
laws of Missouri. The right of a mab to pursue 
a lawful calling is an absolute one. If he and 
his employers are agreed, there is no difference ty 
be adjusted by the laws to which you refer. 

The work of moving street cars has not been 
diseontinued by the transit company. It has men 
in its employ sufficient to move a'l its cars. The 
only interruption in the service is that caused 
by lawlessness and violence’ practiced by per- 
ons net in the employ of the company. But the 
duty of maintaining peace and order rests upon 
the public authorities, not upon the transit com- 
pany. We regret as much as you can that life 
and property in this city are insecure, but we 
trust that the sentiment in favor, of law and 
order will soon prevail. 

Under all the

The selection of the arbitrators who may 
act in behalf of the strikers was the re- 
sult of a meeting of the executive board 
of the union on Tuesday morning at strik- 
ers’ headquarters. President Mahon was 
present and approved of the action and the 
names selected. 

Gov. Stone was asked Monday for the 
Post-Dispatch what the plans of the strik- 
ers were with respect to legal action on 
their part, it being understood from the 
leaders of the strike movement that they 
intended to take legal steps against the 
company. 

“There is nothing to be given out on that 
score just yet,’’ replied he, ‘“‘but there will 
be in gocd time.” 

Alluding to the arbitration board which 
is proposed by the labor commissioner, 
he said there wer questions in this matter 
which are subfeat to arbitration, particu- 
larly those things which led up to the 
strike. “The employment of men on the 
care of the company who have resorted to 
acts of violence are matters for arbitra- 
tion. I de not believe that the public 
wants to entrust its safety to the keeping 
of ruffians and toughs who have been im- 
ported into the city and have been as- 
signed to places on the-cars, This is a 
matter for arbitration, as well as for other 
serious consideration. 

“I will write Mr. Rixey in the course of 
the afternoon, submitting the names of the 
union's arbitrators. However, there is no J 
need for any particular haste about that, 
as I do not regard that of such great im- 
portance. ‘There are other phases of this 
matter which are now engaging my atten- 
tion. Mr. Rixey’s board of arbitration has 
no power to settle the question at issue, 
It can simply take cestimony and present it 
for public scrutiny.”’

Zord Roberts Anifexes the Orange 
Free State and Change the Name 
of the Former Republic. 


PRETORIA, May 29.—This is the third 
day of prayer in the Transvaa! for Divine 
help to withstand the British invasion. 

By an order recentiv issued. Presilent 
Kruger decreed that May 27 and the two 
following days be observed by the whole 
country as days of prayer, humiliation and 
the confession of sins and that petitions 
should be offered for relief from oppres- 
sion. Yesterday fighting took place at 
Vanwytruat, 15 miles south of Johannes- 
burg, with a large force of British whicn 
broke through from Klip River. 

The British occupied Zeerust and a large 
force is marching on to Lychtenburg. 

An official bulletin states that the Brit- 
ish crossed the Vaal River Saturday. Gen. 
Lemmer had a severe fight at Klip River. 


KLIP RIVER, Transvaal, Monday, May 
28.—The Boers, after preparing a good po- 
sition, fled early. The train bearing their 
dast detachment was nearly captured by 
A#Pilkington’s West Australians. Prisoners 
taken state that there was no intention of 
blowing up the mines, declaring that threat 
was made simply with the 4Aintention of 
frightening away the burghers.

Lord Roberts’ differs totally 
from that pursued by the British com- 
manders ip the early phases of the war. 
There are no mom frontal attacks. The 
Boers are permitted to concentrate, their 
position is developed by careful scouting 
and by reconnoissances in force, and then 
they are flanked out of position. Roberts 
has moved forward his immense army on 
strategic Ines, covering a long front. He 
has covered a great extent of territory, 
and has lost comparatively few men since 
he began his march from Jacobsdal by way 
of Bloemfontein and Kroonstad to the 
Transyaa!. 

The Boers are not now given an oppor- 
unity to employ the tactics which made 
the campaigns on the Modder and the 
Tugela the wonder of military men. There 
their methods were original and effective.

REPUBLICAN’S BCLD CHARGE. 


STARTLING SPEECH BY WELLING- 
TON IN THE SENATE. 


Declares That the Administration Is 
Under the Sway of British In- 
fluence and in Fact an Ally. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, May 29.—Senator George 
T. Wellington of Maryland, a Republican, 
charged President McKinley and his Cabi- 
net with having a secret understanding 
with Great Britain and holding midnight 
counsels in order that this country may be 
entangled in alliances with England. 

Mr. Wellington .was speaking upon the 
Teller resolution expressing sympathy with 
the Boers and praying that the war in 
South Africa may speedily end. He said: 

“Congress will not have performed the 
full measure of its duty if, before adjourn- 
ment, it does not redeem its pledge to give 
the people of Cuba a free and independent 
government; if it does not declare its policy 
as to the Philippine Islands, to the holding 
of which by the United States I am un- 
ulterably opposed; and if it does not take 
‘definite action in favor of the Boers. 

he American people are in profound 
Sympathy with the Boers who are struggl- 
ing for liberty against untold odds. Un- 
less we wish to be recreant to our duty 
we must act and unless we act quickly it 
will be too late 

“This country, so far as its government 
is concerned, has yielded to British bland- 
ishments and is under the sway of Brit- 
ish influence. England dares not attack 
us by force, and realizing this, is gaining 
points against us by diplomacy. So it was 
during the American-Spanish war that 
England professed herself our friend after 
we had broken the power of Spain. 

“That was the beginning of an alliance 
concewyved in darkness and carried out in 
iniquity. There has been between the two 
governments a secret understanding—al- 
though as yet no open alliance—and a 
Britain. of American interests to Great

| GERMANY'S INVESTMENTS 


Pe Has More Than Two Billions of 
Dollars at Work in Foreign 
Lands. 


WASHINGTON, May 29.—The State De- 
partment has received from Consul General 
Guenther at Frankfort some statistics 
showing the amount of German capital ex- 
pended in trans-Oceanic countries. The re. 


port states: 

“Germany is rapidly rising in importance 
as a money-lending as welt 2s a 1oney- 
making nation. It has hundreds -f millions 
mm various parts of the globe. In North Af- 
rica Germany has invested nearly $3,000,000. 
In South Africa the German eiement has 
lost its idenjity as part of the empire, im- 
migrants having taken on new @' tizenship. 
Investments in Cape Colony are estimated 
at nearly $10,000,000. In the Transvaal $170,- 
000,000, in East Africa $23,000,000. In Asia, 
exclusive of Turkey, $160,000,000 has been ex- 
pended. In Mexico the figures are $95,200,- 
000; in North America, $59,500,000; in the 
West Indies, $59,500,000. In South America 
the investments are estimated at $261,800,- 
000; in North America, between $952, 000,000 
and $1, 190,000,000. Altogether the German 
Empire has already $2,380,000,.000 working for 
the welfare of its citizens in various parts 
of the world.”’

CAPE GIRARDEAU, Mo., May 29.—Dele- 
gates to the Appellate Court convention 
who came by boat landed this morning in 
a shower of rain.

Good at the right time. There are many 
proxies in attendance, these proxies are os- 
tensibly for Biggs, but it is expected that 
Good will control them. 

Cape Girardeau is taxed to its utmost 
endeavor to accommodate the crowd. The 
district committee, Thomas Barrett of St. 
Louis, chairman, met at 10 o’clock to select 
the temporary organization. 

The committee selected Judge W. N. 
Evans of West Plains, Howell County, for

Carroll had never consented to the agree- 
ment to withdraw all contests. When the 
Brady, Twenty-sixth Ward contestin ng dele- 
gation headed by Delegate George Robert- 
son, heard that the Twenty-first had filed a 
contest they also withdrew from the agree- 
ment and announced that they would con- 
test. Robertson said he had agreed to with- 
draw his contest only on condition that all 
were withdrawn. He sald the filing of the 
Twenty-first Ward contest compelled him to 
do the same.
